London, Nov. 1-1.— Prof. D. G. Elliott, 
leader of tho Field Columbian Museum, 
Chicago, expedition with Mr. E. C. 
Akehy, head taxidermist of that depart- 
ment of the museum, left Southampton 
to-day by the St, Louis, on their return 
to America, after a most successful 
mission into Somaliland, whither they 
went last march for the porpose of mak- 
ing a natural history collection for the 
museum. 

In conversation with a representative 
of the Associated Press, Prof. Elliott, 
said : " We left Berbera at the end of 
April with a caravan consisting of OS 
men, all armed with Sniders ami Win- 
chesters and 50 camels, which were 
afterwards increased to ikS. Our 
intention was to explore cer- 
tain districts of Samalilnnd between 
Berbera and the River Chile. During 
our stay in Africa we made three dis- 
tinct expeditions from the coast. The 
iirst was to the east of Berbera io (he 
Gobera plains and the range of the Golis. 
This journey inland, which was under- 
taken expressly for the purpose of get- 
ting wild nsses, occupied threo weeks. 
The second was to tlie south of Derbera 
via Mandera and the Jori to tho pass of 
the Golis range to the south of the Texo 
Plain. This trip lasted six weeks, and 
was embarked upon because we wftnted 
to get specimens of Swain's hartcbeest 
and (Clark's antelope, both of which were 
extremely rare, and of which very few 
specimen? have ever "Come to Europe. 
The third expedition listed over two 
months. This time we went from Ber- 
bera and crossed the Hand Desert by. a 
route discovered by me over the Marid- 
len Plain to a point twenty miles from 
Miltnll. Altogether we were in the in- 
terior six months, and returned to Aden 
at the beginning of October." 

Regarding the character of the coun- 
try visited, the professor said : " A large 
portion of the districts visited by me 
were quite unknown to Europeans and 
certainly had never been traversed by a 
naturalist before. The whole country 
was absolutely a waterless desert. True 
there were some kinds of stuff with 
which to assuage oar thirst, but the only 
watc> to be got ia from the pools left by 
the rains or by diguing beneath the 
parched river beds. The mixture pro- 
curable is, however, thick and yellow 
and of the consistency of pea soup. Even 
the pools are the resort of cattle and 
sheep, and tlie condition may better 
be imagined than described. We 
had to establish a guard over 
every pool we reached to prevent its 
defilement, but ofien the water was so 
bad that even our mules refused to 
drink. Despite this and other ditlictilt- 
it}?, we managed to keep in good health. 
1 had no trouble with my caravan. My 
head man was tho most competent, in 
Africa. His name was Dualla Idris, 
who bad been eight years with Stanley 
and bad previously travelled with Count 
Teleki and Dr Donaldson Smith." 

"Had you uuy trouble with the na- 
tives?" "No; we were so well armed 
that we were never attacked. The Or- 
gadan people were not friendly, but 
they did not proceed to hostile measures. 
One troop of Midgans armed with hows 
and poisoned arrows were looting and 
raiding in our neighborhood; but 
although quite close by they did not 
molest us. The country was so un- 
settled by reason of the Abyssinian raids 
that large numbers oi natives joined my 
caravan for protection and followed in 
my wake. The Ahyssinians, I am happy 
to say, we did not meet. They were 
ahead of us raiding in the valleys, and 
we heard rumors of their atrocities, but 
fortunately for us we did not come across 
them. The heat during our journey ,vas 
almost beyond endurance and often I 
thought we should succumb to apoplexy. 
It was the highest temperature I have 
ever encountered. Two medical ther- 
mometers registered 120 and there the 
mercury remained. The heat in these 
regions is so intense that the natives 
trying to cross tho desert in the day time 
frequently succumb. 

" The nearest Bhave the expedition 
had was in the ease of Mr. Akoley, who 
was furiously attacked by a wounded 
leopard, which was only vanquished by 
Mr. Akeley literally Buflocating tho beast 
by kneeling on his lungs. Mr. Akeley 
had, however, fourteen wounds on his 
right arm and hand.

TARTE'S IDEAS CHANGED. 

Says Greenwny's Concessions 1 
Secure All Hie Manitoba Roman 
Catholics Require. 



Montreal, Nov. 14.— (Special) — There 
is no longer any doubt that, right or 
wrong, Hon. Mr. Tarte Iuib thrown over- 
board the Quebec idea ns to how the 
school question should be uottled. He 
writes a secend letter to his paper from 
the West, in which ho says that many 
schools are closed in tho French sections 
of the province, as they are unable to 
exist without a grant. Sir. Tarte also 
combats the Northwest Review's 
doctrine that Protestants and Catholics 
should no'; be educated together, 
and eays that lie saw no less than 
fifty Protestant girls in the Winnipeg 
convent. He declares that the conces- 
sions made by the Groenway govern- 
ment will assure to the Catholics religi- 
ous instruction in the schools, tho teach- 
ing of tho French language and a gov- 
ernment grant. He also says that well 
qualified French teachers are very rare 
in Manitoba, and that they will hnve to 
be imported from Quebec. 



London, Nov. 1-1.— The past week has 
been brimfull of political interest in ad- 
dition to the Guildhall orations. Mr. 
John Morley, Sir John Gorst, Mr. Hen- 
ry Asquith.^Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, 
the Marquis of Lansdowne and Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach have delivered 
speeches of considerable interest. Ven- 
ezuela has naturally been tlie chief topic 
of discussion and the newspapers have 
daily printed comments upon tho devel- 
opments of the question. The St. James 
Gazette incidentally publishes a letter 
suggesting that the boundary dispute 
between Honduras and Mexico" bo treat- 
ed on the same lines as the Venezuela 
difficulties. 

The secretary of state for the colonies, 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, addressing 
the Birmingham chamber of commerce 
last evening, described the scare in Eng- 
land regarding German commercial com- 
petition as being "absurd," and de- 
fended tlte acquisitions of recent years 
upon the part of Great Britain of enor- 
mous territories as being " necessary In 
order to forestall her rivals, who would 
close them to English commerce." 

The remarks of the secretary of state 
for war, the Marquis of Lansdowne, he- 
fore a meeting of Conservatives at Bris- 
tol, have also attracted attention. He 
dilated upon the necessity of increasing 
the expenditures for the army, which he 
asserted must be put on tho" same level 
of efficiency as the navy. Tho war sec- 
retary also expressed the hope that at 
the coining session of parliament a bill 
authorizing a loan £ £500,000 for mili- 
tary needs would be passed. 

The Marquis of Salisbury will go to 
Windsor on Monday to visit the Queen. 

The auction of the surplus stores of the 
Arctic exploring steamer Fram at Chris- 
tiana on Monday last, attracted much 
interest. Tins of meat, vegetables and 
oups were eagerly bougbtas mementoes 
of tlie Xansen expedition ; each label on 
it reading " Fram, 189:I-1S06," and a 
fac-similoof Nansen's autograph. Sev- 
eral of them brought many times their 
market value. The proceeds were hand- 
ed over to the guarantors of the expenses 
of the expedition. 

The Viceroy of India, the Earl of 
Elgin, cables that there has been no 
rain in the affected districts during the 
t week, but ho says a detailed ex- 
amination shows that the prospects in 
the Punjaub and the Northwestern prov- 
inces are more favorable than at first 
imagined. Distress, however, is im- 
minent in seeeral districts o; Delhi.

Mr. John Mayes Hammond, the Am- 
erican engineer who was prominently 
onnected with the reform movement in 
Johannesburg, called at the United 
States embassy to-day, and said that he 
had now arranged to stay in England for 
three years. 

A member of the Prince of Wales' 
party at Sandingham says that before 
luncheon on a recent morning 2,000 part- 
ridges were shot. Ho adds that the 
day's total was 3,000 birds killed. 

The death of Mrs. W. H. Vanderbilt 
will not interfere with the gaieties at 
Blenheim during the Princess of Wales' 
visit to the palace of Marl borough. The 
only difference in the programme will be 
the substitution one evening of a con- 
cert for a ball. 

The German Reichstag met on Tues- 
day afternoon after a recess of nearly 
four months. The reassembling of the 
house was a very quiet affair. The at- 
tendance was thin and there was no 
enthusiasm. The work befoie tiie Reich- 
stag is of a humdrum character, except 
tho bill providing for reform in 
military procedure, which will cause 
sharp debates as the Radicals and Soci- 
alists have collected a mass of evidence 
showing that the Project of reform is 
only a half-hearted measure and ought 
to be more thorough and liberal. The 
bills to increase the navy and for re- 
arming the artillery may also lead to 
lively scenesand there are unmiBtakeable 
indications that the Centrists who fur- 
nished the government the necessary 
support last winter and spring will not be 
so docile this Bessiou. They claim the 
government has not kept its promises 
made to them a year ago and the tone of 
the Centrist press is again almost hostile 
to the government; so much so, that the 
editor of the Centrist Tageblatt of 
Troves has been arrested and tho paper 
has boon seized. On tho other hand a 
union of all the Radical and Liberal fac- 
tions, including the Socialist wing, for 
parliamentary purposes is being at- 
tempted;

General Meeting of the Shareholders 
in London— Interesting Letter 
From Major Dupont. 

At the ordinary statutory general 
meeting of the Golden River Quesnelle 
Company, Limited, held in London, re- 
cently, under the presidency of Hon.

Ladies and gentlemen, we are glad to 
have this opportunity of meeting you in 
order to place you in possession of all in- 
formation at our command respecting 
t he affairs of the company.

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, 2Tov, 34. — Tlie assize 
court waa thronged yesterday with an 
interested crowd of speetators, who oc- 
cupied every available inch of space, the 
occasion beintr the trial of Sheehan for 
the killing of Tosh MeKenzie at Steves- 
ton, in J a I v last, Sheehan, who is a 
nice appearing man, wearing gold 
rimmed " spectacles and well dressed, 
seemed the least concerned of all pres- 
ent, and although lie listened attentively 
to the evidence no one would have 
thought his life was trembling in the 
balance, dependent upon the verdict of a 
jury apt to be 8 waved by the eloquence 
of an advocate. The result was not un- 
expected, although the opinion waB 
freely expressed after the jury retired 
that they would bring in iv verdict of 
manslaughter. Sheehan 's escape from 
punishment was no doubl due, in a large 
measure, to the fact mentioned by Mr. 
Justice Drake, that no one hail a good 
wortl to Bay for the dead man, even 
though he was dead, and perhaps in no 
less measure to tlii! brilliant defence of 
accused's counsel, 15. P. Davis, Q.C, 

The exemplary sentence passed upon 
the convicted burglar Robertson of live 
years in the penitentiary, meets with 
general approval, and it is hoped will 
have a deterrent effect upon the gang 
who have led the police such a merry 
chase for so long. 

A Chinaman, who in the language of 
his class is " heap crazy," was brought 
into town yesterday by constable Vesper 
from South Vancouver. Another victim 
of dementia from the same locality bad 
previously been taken charge ol by the 
city police and the two were taken to the 
New Westminster asylum.

BUTTER AND CHEESE. 

It is often asked Innv it is that British 
Col u in bians do not producebutter enough 
for their own consumption. A very large 
quantity is imported into the province 
every year and the money paid for it 
goes to enrich foreigners and the people 
of Eastern Canada. Is there anything 
to hinder the money being kept at home? 
These are ditlieult questions to answer 
and we w ill not attempt to answer them. 
All that wo can say is that if British 
Columbia produced its own butter and 
cheese, a very useful industry would 
be established in the province, 
aflording employment to hundreds of 
persons and yielding them the means of 
living comfortably without having to 
■work too hard. Dairying and cattle 
raising to very many are pleasant 
occupations, and there is nothing that 
we can see to prevent their being made 
profitable in this part of the Dominion. 

Britisli Columbians enjoy advantages 
which the dairymen and the stock- 
raisers of the 'Castern Provinces would 
give a good deal to posses?. The latter 
have a long and cold winter to contend 
against. The winter in many parts 
of British Columbia is not long 
and it is not very cold. Cattle, 
particularly milch cows, require 
to he housed and fed for part of the year 
here, but the period is not nearly so long 
us in every province east of the Rocky 
Mountains. The pastures here are good 
for a considerably longer time than they 
are in the East. The long spells of dry 
weather which we have on the Pacific 
Coast do not injure the pastures nearly 
eo much as might be supposed. The 
grass during the dry period retains its 
nutritious properties. Catlie can feed 
well and retain and even make flesh on 
pastures so brown as, in the opinion 
of an Eastern man, to be abso- 
lutely destitute of nourishment. In the 
East the pastures are for months so 
deeply covered with snow that cattle 
cannot get even a bite off them, and 
when the weather gets warm some time 
is required to permit the grass to grow 
before the cattle can be allowed to graze. 

When everything is considered it will, 
we believe, have to be admitted that the 
climatic conditions of British Columbia 
are much more favorable for dairying 
than those of any other part of Canada. 
If there is a suflicient area of pasture 
5and there is nothing to hinder the 
farmers of the Province producing all 
the butter and cheese that its population 
can consume, and a good deal more. 

It has been found that farmers manu- 
facturing butter individually do not us 
u rule turn out a first rate article, and 
do not produce it in large quantities. 
The reason of this, as we take it, is that 
butter making and cheese making are 
difficult arts, requiring skill in their 
manufacture that is not, without special 
instruction, readily acquired. 

Prince Edward Island, which iB the 
most thickly settled province of the Do- 
minion, although its population is al- 
most wholly agricultural, did not until 
very lately produce any quantity of but- 
ter fit for export, and no cheese to speak 
of. Putter making was not a very 
pleasant topic to write on or to 
talk about in that province, fo 
every farmer's wife believed that she 
made good butter and to question 
its quality was to offend her mortally. 
Still the country merchant would give 
but a very low price for her butter, and 
lie found it difficult even after buying it 
at a price that in these days would he 
considered ridiculously low to get it off 
his hands. The fastidious consumers >"n 
the other provinces were somehow pre- 



judiced against Island butter, and some 
went so far as to say that all that it was 
good for was to make axle grease. . 

Professor James AY*. Robertson visited 
the Island Province. He saw at a glance 
that it was agood dairying country. He 
talked to the farmers about co-operative 
dairying, and having the Dominion 
Government behind him he offered 
to help them to establish a 
dairying industry in the country. 
The farmers and their wives and daugh- 
ters listened to him attentively, agreed 
with him and undertook to do their 
share towards making the Island a but- 
ter and' cheese producing country. We 
will let the Professor tell how he suc- 
ceeded. Before the Committee on Agri- 
culture and Colonization on March 25 of 
the present year he said: 

" When the Government undertook to 
promote the establishment of factories 
in Prince Edward Island, there was not 
any intention of assuming tho financial 
and commercial responsibility for a long 
period. But as in the case of Moose .law 
and Prince Albert, and other distant 
points, there was no convenience for mar- 
keting cheese and butter for export and 
therefore the people wore timid and said 
they did not want to undertake the busi- 
ness for themselves. 1 did not wish to 
undertake tho selling of the product, 
having found such work exceedingly irk- 
some and unsatisfactory, but it seemed 
to be the best thing to be done, and I 
have been doing it for 28 cheese factories 
and two creameries in Prince Edward 
Island. The quantity of cheese last year 
was a little over 25,0110 boxes. U e 
charged IVj cents a pound for making 
cheese and;! 1 .., cents a pound for making 
butter. These charges realized about 
^2:!,S00 from the patrons for the making 
of cheese and butter at the factories 
which we managed. 

By Mr. McMillan— Q. Is that for the 
milk delivered at the factory? A. Yes, 
the people bring the milk to tho factor- 
ies themselves or hire men to do it. For 
wages, rent of buildings, supplies, insur- 
ance, book-keeping and stationery, we 
paid $23,000 until the close of the cheese 
making season. There would be bills 
of probably $1,000 to come in after that, 
so that the total cost to the Dominion 
Treasury (or dairy work in Prince Ed- 
ward Island up to the end of the cheese 
making season did not exceed $500 for 
the summer of 1895; and we turned out 
cheese and butter to the value of 
$155,000. 

The dairying industry of Prince Ed- 
ward Island inav be said to he literally 
the creition of Professor Robertson. Its 
growth was phenomenally rapid, and, 
we may add, that both the butter and 
the cheese produced are remarkably 
good and command the highest prices. 

What is to hinder the farmers of Brit- 
ish Columbia following tho example of 
the Islanders on the other side of the 
continent? The Government is ready to 
do for them what it has done for the 
Prince Edward Islanders, and no doubt 
if they go into the business energetically 
and co-operate harmoniously the same 
results will he produced. The British 
Columbia butter and cheese manufactur- 
er has this advantage over the Prince 
Edward Island producer, he is not com- 
pelled to look abroad for a market.

The inhabitants of tho 
town now boast that it is as clean aud as 
healthy a town as there is iu the Pro- 
vince. Much of the credit of- this most 
salutary reform is clue to the ititelli- 
gentlydirectcd zealof Mr. ClivoPhillipps- 
VVolloy, tho Sanitary Inspector, and to 
Dr. Watt, Secretary of the Provincial 
Board of Health, who visited tho 
town when it was at its worst 
and represented to the Government the 
urgent need of instant and thorough 
sanitary reform. But neither Dr. Watt 
nor Mr. Wolley nor the Provincial Gov- 
ernment, whose agents they nre, could 
have done much towards improving the 
sauitary condition of Rossland if it were 
not for tho hearty co-operation of tho in- 
telligent part of its population. So 
desirous are they to make the town as 
healthy as possible that they have at 
their own expense constructed a sewer 
along its principal street. 

Rossland, therefore, no longer deserves 
the reproach of being dirty and un- 
healthy. It has been made clean, and it 
is in consequence much more healthy 
than it was some time ago. The great 
majority of its inhabitants will, no 
doubt, do their best to keep it clean, and 
Mr. Wolley can be depended upon to 
keep those householders who are care- 
less and neglectful up to the mark.

Mining Companies' office stationery a 
specialty at the Colonist otlice. 
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A tragedy of the treacherous Straits— 
unfortunately but a repetition in many 
respects of a chapter of sorrow all too 
familiar to Victorians— plunged two 
homes into mourning yesterday evening, 
filled a third with tearful thanksgiving 
over the snatching of a loved one from 
the very jaws of death, and cast a gloom 
over the entire city, of which the two 
victims of the fatality had since boyhood 
been so well known and popular resi- 
dents. To add to the distress of the 
community, first reports of the catas- 
trophe were widely differing and an- 
nounced as dead several young men 
whose friends, until the facts of the case 
were made plain, were thereby occasion- 
ed several hours of keenest sorrow and 
alarm. These, while rejoicing that their 
own near and dear ones were not taken 
from them, will all the more sincerely 
sympathize with the families of John G. 
Miller and William P. Puller, the former 
of Oak Bay avenue and the latter of 
Cadboro Bay road, for these two have 
lost their lives. A. J. Kitto, their com- 
panion on the duck-hunting expedition 
so tragically terminated, lives to tell of 
his terrible adventure and to describe 
how his two frier.ds went down to their 
sudden and awful death. 

All three young men had for years 
been prominent in all manly athletic 
sports, being especially fond of hunting. 
They met carlv yesterday afternoon, and 
concluding that the heavy weather of 
the past few days woul 1 in all likelihood 
have driven the" ducks in large numbers 
in'othe marshes of Chatham island, 
took canoe from the vicinity of Cadboro 
Bav with the object of trying 'their luck. 
They reached the island, lvuig between 
two and a hali and three miles from tho 
mainland, without mishap, but meeting 
with but Door Buccesa on the north side 
attempted to go round the island in Pull- 
er's canoe, by the channel between Chnt-j 
ham island and Fiddler's reef— a treach- 
erous and dunger-fnumht strip of water 
at any time, but more particularly when 
the tide is at the turn, us it was when 
the three young sportsmen made their 
fatal mistake of trusting themselves up- 
on 

Kitto, the only one of tho party who 
lives tu tell of the terrible experience, 
says that at the end of the island the 
current swept in so fiercely that the 
canoe was overturned and its occupants 
were the next instant struggling in the 
icy water. Puller at the time was steer- 
ing, Miller paddling in the bow and 
Kitto in the centreof the canoe. As she 
went over the last young man man- 
aged to catch her, and clinging to the 
bottom of the overturned craft was 
swept down to the white beacon rock, 
from which he was taken off, chilled and 
benumbed but not seriously injured, by 
two fishermen, who landed him us 
quickly as possible at the Mount Baker 
hotel." 

Fuller, who was a fair swimmer, 
struck out at once with the current and 
was seen for one brief moment by Kitto, 
as he was swept away on the overturned 
canoe. When Kitto reached the Beacon 
ruck, Puller was nowhere to be seen and 
nly conclusion to be drawn was 
that, weighted down by his heavy hunt- 
othea, he had found the battle for 
life too much for him and had gone 
down to a grave- in the deep. 

Miller when last seen was swimming 
feebly— his heavy rubber boots and 
filled cartridge belt handicapping him 
terribly— in the direction ofiOhatham 
island.' He had the fierce current full 
against him and the island was a quar- 
ter of a mile distant, so that bia tight 
was one without hope. Should by any 
miracle the Bwimmer have succeeded in 
freeing himself of boots and cartridge 
belt in the chill water, breasting the 
current, and reaching the island, he 
would rind a email community of In- 
dians bv whom he would no doubt be 
kindlv cared for. The forlorn hope of 
hia Buccess ia, however, too distant to be 
considered as more than within the bare 
limit ol possibility. Acting on the vague 
and hopeless " might be " of the case C. 
A. Ootlson and Bert Schofleld volun- 
teered to go out to the island last night, 
the provincial police launch also joining 
in the expedition. Their return ia looked 
for earlv this morning. 

On reaching Oak Day Kitto found him- 
self in the handa of friends who could 
not do enough to promote his restora- 
tion, Mr. Virtue and his family lending 
every possible assistance. Through their

TUP FLOOD'S DAMAGES. 

Bridges Carried Away at Sooke — Wires 
Mown on tlie Mainland. 

Sooke seems to have Buffered most 
severely of all places on the Island from 
the heavy rains of Thursday and Friday, 
Telegraphic communication with Otter 
Point was only restored by S o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon, after considerable dif- 
ficulty as the boats by which the line 
was finally got across the r:ver were car- 
ried several time's by the rushing torrent 
down to the harbor itself. The 
operator reports that tho water 
is pouring off tho mountain sides in 
sheets, carrying duwn logsand trees with 
it in immense quantity. The long bridge 
across tho river at Milne'siautone, as an- 
nounced yesterday, and a second bridge 
has been carried away, beside Which the 
Muir creek bridge is gone. Three hun- 
dred yards of ttie telegraph line was 
swept away and new wire had to be pro- 
cured to replace it. 

Telegraphic communication with Van- 
couver is all right still, but on the main- 
land, in the mountains, the wires are 
utterly demoralized, and messages for 
the Past have to be sent round by way 
of San Francisco, 

The E. & N. train from Nanaimo 
reached Victoria yesterday after- 
noon by 3 o'clock. A good trail has 
been made at the brenk, and there is now 
no difficulty in transferring the passen- 
gers over tlie short distance between the 
trains.

obnoxious to the state; and by the Ex 
pulsion of Aliens bill the President and 
executive council have the power to sum 
marily put over the border any burgher 
or Uitlander making himself politically 
obnoxious to the state. In the draft 
law there appeared an article 
giving the government the power 
of censorship over all newspapers 
coining into the Transvaal, but with a 
strange perversity this was at the last 
moment erased. It is to be borne in 
mind that both these laws have been 
passed in direct defiance of the* Groud- 
wetor Constitution, in which the lib- 
erty of the press and the liberty of the 
subject are expressly provided for; that 
they were passed in defiance of die 
Groudwet, which lays down that all 
bills initiated by the Government must 
be published for three months before 
the sitting of the Volksraad, and that 
the judges are wholly ignored, seeing 
that offenders against these two laws are 
to be brought before the Executive. It 
is expected that these laws will 
come into effect immediately after 
publication, that is within tne 
next few days, and the whole of South 
Alrica is in a stale of curious expectation 
as to what notice the Johannesburg press 
will take of these iniquitous measures. 
Already one of the government organs 
in Johannesburg has entered a protest 
against the press law, which it stigma- 
tises as a " retrogressive measure of the 
most serious description " ; but it makes 
no sign as to whether it will obey the 
law, or whether it will not. It is 
predicted that some of the papers will 
obey the law for a short time, and that 
in course of time a modus vivendi will 
be found, and the law will become a 
chad letter. 



VENEZUELA PLEASED. 

No Difficulty as to nn Arrangement on tlx 
Terms Announced. 

New Yobk, Nov. 14.— A special to the 
Herald from Caracas, Venezuela, says : 
Details of the proposed settlement of the 
boundary dispute between Venezuela and 
Great Britain through the friendly in- 
tervention of the United States govern- 
ment have reached this city, and appear 
to give general satisfaction. After care- 
ful inquiry among the leading officials, 
it appears that the Venezuelan govern- 
ment is disposed to settle the question 
on the lines indicated in the agreement 
between the United States and Great 
Britain without higgling over minor 
points. The agreement that title shall 
he determined on the occupancy of ter- 
ritory for fifty years is regarded by 
prominent Venezuelans as a hapoy solu- 
tion of the question. Some demagogues 
may oppose it, but the people at large 
will offer no opposition to this basis of 
settlement. 

Minister Andrade, who represents 
Venezuela at Washington, has commit 
nicated the details of the agreement to 
his government and asked President 
Crespo's cabinet whether it will agree to 
the settlement on the basis of occupancy 
for fifty years. Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs Rojas is unusually reticent in re- 
gard to the proposed treaty, but it is he 
lieved the government is well pleased 
with the prospect of an early settlement 
of the boundary dispute. 

London, Nov. 14. — The Berlin corre- 
spondent of the Times wires his paper 
as follows: The Venezuelan settlement 
has apparently caused misgiving in Ger 
many. The views of the foreign office 
seem to find expression in an article from 
the Kolnische Zeitung, which 
reproduced with approval by the 
Nord Deutsche Allgemeine Xei 
tung, the official organ. The ar 
tide asserts that England first al 
lowed herself to be bullied by the Amer- 
icans into consenting to the Venezuelan 
commission, and has now accepted the 
Monroe doctrine; and that, therefore, 
the American newspapers are not en 
tirely wrong in speaking of England's 
submission. " We wish to take the lirst 
opportunity to declare," adds this offi- 
cially approved article, "that? the prece- 
dent is only English, and is in 110 way 
European. Germany, at least, will never 
tolerate the intervention of a foreign 
state in the protection of German inter 
ests in South and Central America." 

London, Nov. 14. — The following semi 
oflicial statement on the Venezuelan 
question was issued last evening: 

" Misapprehensions appear to exist as 
to the nature of the arrangements 
reached between the United States and 
Great Britain. Venezuela having pre 
ferred to leave the negotiations in the 
hands of the United States, Great Brit 
ain has agreed with the United States as 
to the conditions of arbitration. The 
actual treaty for this purpose will be 
concluded between Great Britain and 
Venezuela; but a previous agreement, 
with an outline of the treaty's main 
provisos, has already been made be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States and removes the prospect of any 
disp.ite between Venezuela anil Great 
Britain in regard to the terms of the 
treaty." 

The decision of the arbitration court i 
not expected under twelve months 
Anent the term of years mentioned in 
the agreement, it is admitted that there 
are practically no settlers on the disput 
ed land who have been there over a de 
cade. 



THE DINGLEY TARIFF. 

Proposal to Pass the Measure as a Matter 
of Precaution— Cleveland's Veto 
Not Improbable. 

Washix«ton, Nov. 14. — In view of the 
recent statements of some of the silver 
senators that they would not oppose the 
Dingley tariff bill, and the opinion of 
Senator Morgan that the Democrats 
would probably permit the legislation 
without obstruction upon their part, the 
prospects for the bill are deemed fair if 
the Republicans decide to pass it. Upon 
the latter contingency, there is a division 
of opinion among Republicans. Senator 
Sherman, of Ohio, takes the ground that 
the passage of the Dingley bill at the 
coming session would obviate the neces- 
s.ty for an extra session of congress, as 
it would furnish all the revenue needed 
for the present and would be sufficient 
for all purposes until congress should 
meet in regular session and prepare a 
revision of the tariff carefully ami delib- 
erately. 

Another reason advanced in support 
of the passage of the Dinglev bill at this 
time is the suggestion that the custom 
houses should be locked as soon as pos 
Bible by an increase of tariff rates against 
the impending flood of cheap foreign 
goods, which would come in through an 
ticipation of a certain increase 111 the 
rates at some future day. The fact is 
recalled, in this connection, that just 
Btieh a flood of cheap goods poured into 
the country prior to the McKinley bill 
going into effect, and in anticipation of 
the increased rates carried by that bill. 
In a single month prior to the taking ef- 
fect of the McKinley bill the importa- 
tions jumped to (78,338,183. This was 
an increase over the preceding month of 
$15,000,000, and of the same month one 
year previous of nearly $25,000,000. 

The arguments advanced as to the ill 
effects of such a condition are obvious. 
It is held that it discounts the revenues 
of the incoming administration, because 
the market is surfeited with goods, and 
the importations would be light for the 
first few months of the new tariff law. 
For the same reason it is claimed harm 
is worked to the American manufactur- 
ers and laborers, the people whom the 
new law is to benefit, for it cuts off the 
market of the American product. 

However, it is stated that President 
Cleveland would veto the Dingley bill or 
any other tariff measure passed" at the 
coming session of congress. His support 
of sound money principles nnd his prac- 
tical co-operation with the Republican 
party in the election just over cannot be 
construed, it is said, as meaning that the 
President is in any way in sympathy 
with the party on any other questions. 
The Republican party is still his foe on 
the tariff question. lie will, despite the 
severe leeson the country has learned, 
continue a free trader.

To Knnble the Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria to Jlorrow the Sunt of 
One Hundred and Twenty-five 
Thousand Dollars and issue deben- 
tures therefor. 

Whereas, a petition, signed by the owners of 
one-tenth of tho value of the real property In 
tho Municipality fas shown by the last revised 
assessment roll) has been prtsented to the Mun- 
icipal Council cf tho Corporation ol the City oi 
Victoria requesting the introduction of a by-law 
for the purpose of raising a BUllicient sura to 
defray the cost of constructing a substantial 
atone and steel bridge, nt the site of tho Point 
Elbce bridge over the Victoria Arm, a spun of 
which collapsed on 2Gth May, 1836; and 

Whereas in order to construct such work it Is 
necessary to authorize the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria to borrow t lie sum of one hun- 
dred and twenty five thousand dollars, nnd to 
issue debentures of the Corporation therefor, 
and to apply the money thus obtained to the 
construction of a stone and steel bridge and 
work's connected therewith, from the western 
termination ol Work street, across the waters of 
Victoria Arm, to connect with the highway to 
Esqulmalt at or near Point Elllce, through Sec- 
tion 119, Esquimau District; 

And whereas it will require the sum of-tive 
thousand eight hundred and sixty dollars to be 
raised annually by rale lor the payment of tho 
interest during the currency of the debentures, 
and to discharge the debt when payable; and 

Whereas (he amount of the whole ratable land 
nnd improvements or real property of the laid 
C irporatlon of the said City of Victoria accord- 
ing to tho last revlsod assessment roll isf 1-1,611,- 
800.00; and 

Whereas it will require nn annual rate of 
•1-100 of one mill in the dollar to be raised and 
levied to pay the Interest and the debt, accord-

Whereas this By-law shall not be altered or 
repealed except with the consent of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in Council.

1. ' It shall be lawful for the Mayor of the Cor- 
poration of the City of Victoria to borrow upon 
the credit of the snid Corporation by way of the 
debentures hereinafter menlioned from any 
person or persons or body or bodies corporate, 
who may be willing to advance the same as a 
lo in, a sum of money not exceeding hi tha 
whole the sum of $125,000.00 currency (or 
sterling money at the rate oi 4.863<j 
dollars to the one pound sterling) nnd to 
cause all such sums so raised or received 
to be paid into the hands of the Treasurer ot 
the snid Corporation, for the purpose and with 
the object hereinbefore reciled. 

2. It shall bo lawful for the said Mayor to 
cause any number of debentures to be made, 
executed and issued for such sums as may be 
required, not exceeding, however, the sum of 
5125 000.00, either In currency or sterling money 
(at the rate of4sfi : : , dollurs to the one pound 
sterling) as may be required, eaeli of the said 
debentures being of the amount of (1,000 or its 
sterling equivalent at the rate aforesaid, and 
all such dchentuies shnll ho sealed with the 
seal of the said Corporation and signed by the 
Mayor thereof. 

3. Tho said debentures shall bear date the 1st 
<lay of March, ls'.>7, and shall be made payable 
in forty-nine years from the said date at such 
place, either in Great Britain, the United 
Staies of America, or the Dominion of Canada, 
as may be designated thereon, nud shall have 
attached to them coupons for the payment of 
interest, and the signatures to the interest 
coupons may be cither written, stamped 
printed or lithographed. 

•I. The said debentures shnll henr interest al 
the rate of 4 percent, per annum Irom the date 
thereof, which Interest shall be payable half 
yearly, at such place, either in Great Britain 
the Tinted States of America, or the Dominion 
of canada, as may be expressed In tho deben 
ture and coupon. 

f>. It shall be lawful for the said Mayor to 
cause the said debentures and the Interest 
coupons, either or both, to be made payable at 
such place, either in Great Britain, the United 
Slates of America, or in the Dominion of Can- 
ada, as may be desired. 

il. Tor the purpose of raising annually a cer- 
tain specific sum for the payment of tbc inter- 
est on the said debentures during their cur- 
rency, there shnll he raised annually the sum 
of J5.C00.00, and for the purpose of raising 
annually a certain specific sum for the pay 
mint oi the debt at maturity, there shall be 
raised annually the sum of fSOO.00. 

7. Tor the purpose of tho payment of the said 
sums mentioned in the next preceding Sec . Ion 
oi this By-Law, there shall bo raised, and levied 
in each year, and there is hereby levied, a rate 
of -1-100 of one mill in the dollar on nil the 
ratable land and improvements or real property 
in the City of Victoria during the continuance 
of tho said debentures or any of them. 

8. It shall be lawful for the snid Municipal

Every Department of Industry Im- 
proving—Prospects of Lower 
Prices— The Failures. 



New Yohk, Nov, 14.— R. G. Dun & 
Co. 'a weekly review of trade this week 
says : No one doubts that the 
brighter day is dawning, and it iB the 
common remark that never before has 
business shown so great a change for the 
better within a single week. Dispatches 
telling of about 1,500 establishments 
which have opened or have materially 
enlarged their force, though they fill 
many columns give only part of thefaets, 
for throughout the country the gain 
has been surprising even to the most 
hopeful. It is not the mere speculation 
of hope which lights the fires and starts 
the wheels, for orders which have been 
accumulating for months, with the ne- 
cessary replenishment of dealers in 
stocks, now greatly reduced, would em- 
ploy the whole producing force for a 
tune, and ohe increase in the numbers 
of hands at work means increase in the 
purchases for consumption. 

The foreign need for American wheat 
continues an important factor and the 
price has advanced to 88c, gaining (ic. 
tor the week, 10c. for two weeks and 24c. 
on September. The price is the highest 
since June, 1802. The Western receipts 
were only 4,494,033 bushels against 
S, 202,804 last year, but the election cut 
off much work during the days in which 
these receipts were started' to market. 
The exports, in spite of scanty freight 
room, wore for two weeks 2,717,281 
bushels, flour included , against 3,200,881 
last year, and Pacific Coast shipments 
are also heavy to India, South Africa and 
Australia. 

Many textile works have been starting 
or increasing their force, mostly on 
orders booked weeks ago, but there has 
not been much gain in the demand as 
yet. After purchases of 1(1,000,000 
pounds of wool in live weeks the trans- 
actions fell to (5.213,700 pounds last 
week but prices were strong and in 
some grades one cent higher, and even a 
greater advance is demanded at the 
West, while foreign markets are higher 
and Australian fully one cent per pound, 
The output, of the iron furnaces in 
blast during November increased 11,205 
tons or 100 percent, on the latter part of 
October by confidence in the future. 
All the markets were stronger although 
the enormous purchases of pig iron in 
advance of needs cause comparative in- 
activity at present. Plates and steel 
bars are $2 to $3 per ton higher 
and sheet is in better demand. 
Anthracite and Bessemer pig have 
advancde, and the average price is 2}., 
cents higher. The billet pool is in pro- 
tracted meeting here this week to decide 
upon its course and is still undersold. 
The beam, bar, rail and wire nail asso- 
ciations meet this week, and the under- 
selling of wire nails by outsiders has 
gone to far that a decline of 45 cents is 
openly quoted. 

It is noteworthy that this prevailing 
expectation, notwithstanding the general 
improvement of business, is that some, 
if not all of these combinations, will de- 
cide to reduce their prices. The coke 
combination, it now appears, has 
not prevented large contracts for 
future delivery at less than 
$2, its fixed price, and even 
less than $1.75, but the output last week 
decreased. A heavy sale of copper to 
foreigners, said to cover tea million 
pounds, has raised the price to ll' H c. 
and tin actually sells at 13c, though less 
is (juoted.

connection with this country, should not 
only carefully watch the officials, but 
should never rest until they have forced 
an avowal from them that they have not 
only no such intention, but will resist 
any such scheme from whatever quarter 
it may come. We have often expressed 
our belief that the United States is main 
taininc paid agents in Canada to work 
for this end, and such agents are never 
deterred by any temporary failure — as it 
is not success, but their retainer, which 
is their first consideration. The policy 
of reciprocity of J. G. Ulaine was 
vented for the purpose of embroiling 
Canada with the mother country on the 
discrimination in its contemplated tariff, 
in Order that during the angry discus 
sions that would probably arise tho 
United States could give Canadians 
invitation to throw themselves into its 
arms. Tiiis was the policy of the Re- 
publican party when last in office, and it 
is the same that it will endeavor to put 
into force again immediately it gets into 
power."

How the United States Became an Instru- 
ment of Settling the Venezuelan 
difficulty. 

Washington, Nov. 14. — Now that 
the facts of the Venezuelan agree- 
ment are known, fuller infor- 
mation is obtainable as to the 
firm the compact has taken. There are 
two distinct papers in the transaction. 
The first , and by far the most im portant, 
is in the nature of a solemn agreement 
between the United States and Great 
Britain as to the terniH on which 
the boundary question shall bo settled 
and the form of the court of arbitration. 
The compact is lacking in technical 
terms characteristic of a treaty, and in 
form is a final agreeme"'' didy signed 
by the representatives of the two gov- 
ernments. Then, because the subject 
matter of the boundary itself lies be- 
tween Great Britain and Venezuela, a 
second paper is made necessary. This is 
in the form of a treaty, the contracting 
parties being Great Britain and Vene- 
zuela. 

This will explain the ambiguity of 
terms that has arii-en as to the agree- 
ment and the treaty. Literally, the 
United States and Great Britain have 
made an agreement by which the terms 
of an arbitration treaty between Great 
Britain and the United States and Great 
Britain and Venezuela are Iramed. Each 
instrument will relate to the other, and 
be part of a common understanding on 
the entire subject. In this way Vene- 
zuela retains her attitude as a contract- 
ing party to the final treaty, but as the 
treaty is shaped by agreement, the 
United States is the instrumentality by 
whicb the lull result is accomplished, and 
this country names two of the judicial 
arbitrators.

Now we all know 
the sort of reciprocity the United States 
desires to give. As we have often, and 
recently very often, explained, it is the 
reciprocity invented by the late J. G. 
Blaine, which has been indorsed by the 
manufacturing interests of the United 
States, and which constitutes a plank in 
Mr. McKinley's platform. In substance 
it is tho extension of the McKinloy tariff 
to foreign countries for the benefitof tho 
manufacturers of the States. 

'•ItrneaiiB ttie negotiation of treaties 
that will give a lighter tariff in the 
States to all countries that will dis- 
criminate heavily against other countries 
and in favor of the States. In Canada 
it would mean that the Canadian tariir 
should be reduced forty or fifty per cent, 
on the productions of the States, while 
it should lie maintained at full rates or 
increased against those of this country. 
It was for endeavorim: to do this, and 
for endeavoring further to entangle the 
country in political alliances with the 
States preliminary to artattempt to carry 
it over for bodily incorporation, that tho 
Liberal party in Canada was so 
thoroughly routed a few years ago. it 
is to be hoped that its recent success has 
not arisen from any change of the coun- 
try's convictions upon the point. If no 
such change has* occurred it will be 
doublv important to guard against the 
party's attaining by guile and deceit 
those ends which it could not accomplish 
bv opm advocacy.

Broadly speaking, the object of the 
commission is to settle the amount of 
compensation due by the United States 
to Canadian sealers (or illegal seizures:, 
under the findings of the Paris Tribunal. 
These are the claims which it will bo re- 
membered the United States govern- 
ment were willing to settle in 1894 for 
£425,000, and to which Canada agreed, 
the sealers being willing to forego a por- 
tion of their claims for a speedy settle- 
ment. The United States House ot Rep- 
resentativoj, however, rejected the mode 
of settlement proposed, and as a result 
the present commission has been ap- 
pointed to come to an agreement as to 
the amount of compensation that should 
be paid by the United States. 

The sitting to-morrow will no doubt 
be taken up with the formalitiesof read- 
ing the commissions and arranging the 
preliminaries.

Volunteers ; Mrs. Gwynetb 
Vaughan, of Wales; Miss Rebecca Kri- 
korian, of Armenia ; Rev, K. I). Green, 
secretary Of the Armenian relief com- 
mittee, of New York. Three sessions a 
day for live days will be held. 

Miss Frances li,. Willtml, national 
president, called the meeting to order. 
She was received with a salute of waving 
handkerchiefs. The report of the execu- 
tive committee stated it had been de- 
cided to make March 20, the birthday of 
Lien. Neal Dow, Prohibition rally day. 

MisB Willard said her annual address 
was partly prepared when the call came 
to wot k fur the Armenian refugees at 
Marseilles. It had been impossible for 
her to complete the message. She thete- 
fore gave a familiar talk. Mention was 
made of the previous convention held 
here in 1884, ami Miss Willard added : 

" We have inarched fur since then. 
The alignments oi parties have changed. 
The labor movement has taken on pro- 
portions so vast that no one speaks light- 
iy of it any more. The people are forc- 
ing their way to the front, misguided 
often, making pitiful paths in the wil- 
derness; following false lights and rele- 
gating the fight for a clear brain to the 
Spartan band of prohibitionists. If labor 
would win, it must make temperance 
reform the ark of God, to be home ia the 
very van of its swift-gathering army. In 
1S02 some of us sat up all night with the 
committee on resolutions of a great la- 
bor convention, with its thousand dele- 
gates, pleading with them to put a pio- 
hibition and a home protection plank in 
their platform, and they would not." 

The speaker said prohibition in poli- 
tics has been and is to be an embodied 
protest of the home ngainst the saloon, 
but owing to the great controversy con- 
cerning the free coinage of silver, this 
party, like every other, had split in 
twain. Miss Williard touched on the 
work done for temperance in the several 
states, and then spoke of the Armenians 
and the excellent work done there, by 
Mrs. Stevens, of Maine, and Mrs. Fes- 
setiden and Miss Black well, of the Mas- 
sachusetts Armenian relief committees 
of the Salvation Army. She stated that 
the World's W.C.T.U. intended to take 
up the work for Armenians us an im- 
portant part of its endeavor. They 
would probably found a colony at Cy- 
prus for women and children. 

At the afternoon session ihe following 
letter from Lady Henry Somerset was 
read : 

"I profoundly regret complications 
herein enterprises to which l am pledged 
and duties growing out of my son's re- 
cent marriage and my mother's impaired 
health, render it impossible for 'me to 
cross the ocean this autumn, but I shall 
still receive the impetus and inspiration 
that may be imparted by association 
with my American sisters' of the white 
ribbon. It is us certain ns anything in 
this changing life that I shall attend the 
W. O. T. LL convention in Canada next 
autumn, and I am earnestly hoping that 
your annual meeting may be held in 
some city not so far away, that I may be 
able to be present at that great gather 
ing, as well as the biennial. 

" The case of Armenia is deeply en 
shrined in all our hearts, antl I feel 
sure you will plan broadly and wisely to 
convert those whose unspeakable cal- 
amities should open to them the door of 
every Christian heart and home."
